It occurs to me that pastoring a church is not unlike raising a fam- 
ily; Certainly a parent brings hopes and dreams and priorities into their parenting, but 
at the same time "only God knows what tomorrow will bring." Certainly it has been a 
thrill for me to be part of what God is doing in this congregation and I just pray that 
we will continue to be open to the "surprises" of the Holy Spirit as we grow in our 
ministry and outreach. 

2) "On our recent council retreat. ..How we have been blessed! I continue 
to marvel every year with how God has provided our church with so many 
wonderful leaders with servant-hearts. Please give outgoing council mem- 
bers Federico Ruiz, John Meier, Sally Beckner and Mike Marshall, a pat on 

the back for the wonderful way they served on our council the past 2 years. And now, we welcome Jill Krantz as 
President, Nancy Passot-Schumacher as Treasurer, Glen Bleeker as Pastoral Care Chair, and Ron Parsons & Dale 
Jurgensmeyer as Property Co-Chairs. A special thanks to Roger Olsen, who will be finishing out the final year of Jill 
Krantz's previous Vice President position, and Joel Rothe will be finishing out the final year of Roger 
Olsen's previous Stewardship Chair position. 

At our retreat, we discussed that we have a number of challenges in front of us. One of our biggest 
challenges will be connecting new members with various ministry opportunities. We can attract all kinds 
of new members, but if we don't get them "connected" in some way, it's easy to lose them "out the back 
door." 

A second challenge will be to keep our worship fresh and energized in a way that reflects the unique 
character of our church. "We're not your typical Lutheran church" and consequently we want our wor- 
ship to reflect the wonderful "blend" of our worshipers, old and new. 
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A third challenge will be space. This will be an exciting year with the expansion of our education wing which will pro- 
vide us with 2 youth rooms, a choir rehearsal room, a computer lab, a larger library and several larger meeting rooms 
for Sunday school and Bible studies. I'm sure it will take some time for us to figure how best to "move" the furniture" 
and use our new space. A big thank you to all of you for your generous support of our building campaign! 

A fourth challenge will be staying open to new "moves" of the Spirit. New people will bring new ministry ideas and 
opportunities. And just because we maybe tried something a number of years ago, doesn't mean it can't work for us 
in the future-maybe it just wasn't God's time. Let's stay open-minded with new ideas and ministries. 



3) On our growing Outreach ministry... This is one of the most exciting areas of our church, in my opinion. Last 
year from the first 19% of our offerings, we gave away a total of nearly $107,000; with $5000 to the Rocky Mtn 
Synod, and the rest to missionaries, New Beginnings, World Hunger, Martin Luther Home, Sky Ranch, Mission 
church, Lutheran Family Services, ELCA Special Needs retirement, ELCA International Disaster. Designated Funds 
were given by members to ELCA Special Needs Retirements, Lutheran World Relief, World Hunger, ELCA Disaster 
Relief, and missionaries. This year from the first 20% of our offerings, we're budgeting to give away $131,000. In- 
deed, we want to remember that we have been blessed to be a blessing! 

4) On our Saturday Evening Worship.. .What a blessing this service has become for us as attendance has several 
times been over 100! Bless you for remembering to worship in the midst of busy weekend schedules! 

5) Our "Seven Last Words of Christ" Lenten theme... Pastor Bruce, Nanette, Diane and Kris have done an out- 
standing job of planning an inspirational Lenten season (which begins Ash Wednesday March 1 st ) with an FCLC 
written devotional book, weekly preaching topics, discussion questions for our Wednesday Night Soup Suppers, and 
Lenten dramas for our Wednesday worship services. We hope you'll join us and invite your friends! 



6) On a new "Grief Support" Group... Pastor Bruce will once again be soon offering a Grief Support Group on 
Monday evenings, which will meet for a total of six sessions, probably in the Fireside Room. Anyone who has lost a 
loved one will find this to be a welcome opportunity for support and healing. Please contact the office, 303-776-8771 
if interested.

"What's on tap?" 

Thoughts poured from the spout of Kristen Baltrum, Deaconess 

I have just returned from my first "J-term Intensive" at Luther Seminary. It was two weeks full of new friend- 
ships, new understandings of youth and household ministry, and new insights for Faith Community, new 
connections across the nation, and, oh, yeah, we read through the entire Bible in just two weeks. So, it was 
no light "time away" that's for sure! But it was good, and a kind of good that I want to share. 

In the next month, I will be gathering a group of people who are willing to listen to what it is I learned about 
and help me filter what it means for FCLC.

Via de Cristo is patterned on Jesus' 
own example. He searched out and 
called a small group of potential lead- 
ers; He trained them by word and ex- 
ample and inspired them with a vision; 
He linked them together and sent them 
out into the world to bring the world to 
Him. 

Via de Cristo is a renewal movement 
of the church patterned on Jesus' ex- 
ample. Its purpose is to help those in 
the church understand their individual 
callings to be Christian Leaders . The 
leadership may be exercised in work 
situations, in the family and social life, 
in leisure activities, and within the 
Church environment. Leadership, in 
Via de Cristo, does not mean power 
over others, but influence on others; all 
of us need to be aware that we can 
exert a positive influence on those 
around us. 

What is Via de Cristo? 

Literally meaning "way of Christ", Via 
de Cristo is a short course in Christian- 
ity that is designed to provide all Chris- 
tians with a significant foundation for 
individual and community spiritual 
growth. Grace and Growth are com- 
bined in an exciting and energetic way. 
At the Via de Cristo the participants 
become increasingly aware that they 
are a part of a community abounding 
in God's grace. The three days are a 
triple encounter: with Christ; with 
Christian brothers and sisters; and 
with a Christian community. 

History of Via de Cristo 

Via de Cristo originated as the Roman 
Catholic Cursillo movement which be- 
gan in Spain in 1948 and moved to 
America in the late 50's. The first Lu- 
theran- sponsored Cursillos (the early 
name for Via de Cristo) were held in 
Miami, Florida in 1971 . In addition to 



the Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
movements there are similar expres- 
sions in the Methodist, Reformed, 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and other 
Christian churches. Today, more that 2 
million Christians in 50 nations have 
attended a "Cursillo" weekend. 

Format of The Weekend 

The Via de Cristo weekend is an expe- 
rience in Christian sharing and living. 
During the 72-hours, fourteen talks will 
be presented: Five talks are given by 
Lutheran pastors and nine by lay peo- 
ple. A final talk is given on sponsorship 
by the lay director. The weekend also 
includes chapel each morning, com- 
munion, small group discussions, 
sharing, music, singing, laughter, and 
prayer. The fourteen talks are dis- 
cussed by the participants and will in- 
clude a Christian perspective on the 
following subjects: 

Ideal 
Grace 

Lay People in the Church 
Importance of Study 
A Day in the Life of a Christian 
Apostolic Action 
Obstacles to a Life in Grace 
Christian Actions in the Community 

Each of the talks deals with living 
one's life in God's grace. 

Who Goes To Via de Cristo? 

Via de Cristo is not designed to con- 
vert anyone to Christianity. It is meant 
for those who are already faithful and 
committed to Christ and His church. 
Once again, the goal of Via de Cristo 
is to encourage Christians in their lives 
of faith and increase their awareness 
of grace and service to the Church and 
the world. During a Via de Cristo 
weekend, those who have previously 
attended are called "The Team", and it 
is their responsibility to serve you in 
every possible way. 

When is Via de Cristo Held? 

Weekends in the Colorado movement 
are generally held three times per 
year. Men's and Women's weekends 
are held in March and November, and 




a Co-ed weekend 
is held during June 
or July. 

How Can I Attend Via de Cristo? 

Contact the church office, or other 
members of FCLC who have attended, 
i.e. Pastor Dan & Cindy, Ed & Diane 
Broestl, Harlan & Janelle Olson, Kirk 
Olson, Shea Baker, Wayne & Kaydene 
Hubert, Ella Lien, Margaret Greene, 
Duane & Pat Sharp, and Jeanette 
Wittmer to name a few. In total, more 
than 40+ members from FCLC have 
attended a VdC weekend . 

What Happens After The Weekend? 

The weekend is only a beginning. 
What you learn and share during the 
weekend will hopefully be taken back 
and put into practice in your local con- 
gregation and community. You will be 
supported by many others who have 
attended a Via de Cristo before or with 
you. Small groups meet regularly 
(usually weekly) to affirm one another 
and to share the Christian life of 
Grace. These activities inspire, chal- 
lenge, and encourage Christian action 
in homes, churches, and communities. 

How Much Does The Weekend 
Cost? 

It is our policy to not charge pilgrims 
(you) for the weekend. It is a gift from 
God. 

May I Go with a Spouse or Friend? 

Yes, we strongly recommend that 
spouses and friends attend a first Via 
de Cristo weekend together. Marriages 
and friendships can be strengthened 
and deepened by the Via de Cristo 
experience. Fall and Spring Colorado 
weekends are split into all men and all 
women weekends, with the men going 
first. Since 2001 , there have been co- 
ed weekends in the summer. Spouses 
and friends are also encouraged to 
serve on teams together. 

In Summary 

Not everyone who attends a Via de 
Cristo weekend will receive the same 
benefit; but all who attend will be 
blessed, and most will be strength- 
ened in their desire to be a blessing in 
their churches and Christian communi-

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"I'm not religious, but I'm spiritual." The chances are you 
have heard that statement... many times! 

This concept of being "spiritual but not religious" nearly 
always includes a rejection of the Church. It usually in- 
volves a kind of inner "spirituality," normally not clearly 
defined, and sometimes claims to follow what is suppos- 
edly common to all religious, without being bound to 
anything specific, and rarely with any positive reference 
to the Cross of Christ. 

According to a helpful article in a recent edition of First 
Things magazine, the roots of the spiritual-but-not- 
religious attitude in America go back at least to Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, and probably farther back to the early 
18th century. So, although "spiritual-but-not-religious" 
may sound like a contemporary phenomenon, it has 
been around a long time... in some other parts of the 
world, at least back to the first century. (That's one rea- 
son I love to study history. I learn so many "new" things 
there!) 



At the end of the article that I read, the author suggests a better phrase that Christians can use, 
namely, "I'm religious, and that includes spiritual." So the next time you hear "spiritual-but-not- 
religious," perhaps you could try that suggestion. Or maybe it would be gentler to add, "So I think we 
have some important things in common." Or another approach would be to say that you have heard 
that phrase a lot but are not sure just what the person means by it. Watch for any hurts he or she 
may have experienced at a church. Also, see if you can affirm any good things the person says and, 
if it's the case, indicate that those things are part of Christianity as well. Or perhaps, you can come 
up with a better approach. The point is to foster conversation and provide a gentle opportunity for a 
Christian witness. If you try this sometime, I'd love to know what your experience turns out to be. 

On another subject entirely... we have decided to postpone our projected trip to Turkey. A number of 
people who were interested were not able to go this year, so we'll offer the opportunity a year from 
now instead, when the dates and other conditions should be better. In the meantime, Pastor Keith 
Prekker of Erie is organizing a group for another kid of Christian travel. Let me quote him here: "Are 
you interested in a trip to Germany this summer with a group of fellow Lutherans to visit the Luther 
sites, cruise on the Rhine, see Berlin and Munich, visit the Black Forest and more? If so, please con- 
tact Pastor Keith Prekker, keith(5)prekker.com or 303.828.2267, for more details.
